Wa?Mngton, June 29.— Tt was very 
late in the day when the first dispatch 
within two days came to the war de- 
partment from General Shafter. hut 
the news was regarded as tio good 
that there waa ao disposition to com- 
plain. 

It disclosed a very satii<factory rate 
of progress on the part of General 
Shafter towards the town of Santiago 
Itself and apparently be has gained all 
this tround, snd ba!s cottie Within three 
ntiilea of Santiago without suffering any 
\af^yes since tlM MOOdi: gMmlah •£ 
Friday last 

As near as can be gathered from the 
brief dispatch the American army ia 
now at the fork in the road, one branch 
of which l(ads to Santiago and tlif 
Other to Morro castle at the entrance 
to the harbor. General Shafter Is 'thus 
free to idove in either direction ac- 
cording to the ItiSiaanii of fhs cam- 
paign. 

With the 1,300 men who reinforced 
him Monday on the Yale and the ad- 
ditional brigade that is nearlng him, 
it may be posslbfo to inalcS even ihore 
rapid progress In the advance upon 
Santiago, as these men can ho relied 
upon to ii'licve the main btidy of trdopa 
from the necessity of keeping up the 
line of communication befweei^ Shafter 
and his base at Balquirl. 

Meanwhile further reinforcements 
are being prepared and dispatched as 
rapidly as the best energies of the de- 
partment caa direct aad it is believed 
that several thousand men sailed from 
Tampa Tuesday directly for Santiago. 

The department has had in mind th» 
dllGculties of the campaign that are 
Just developing to the public eye, such 
as the use for the first tlm^ in civil- 
ised wsrfare of bsrbed wire fencing as 
a means of defense, and acting upon 
the advice of some of our army ofll- 
cers who were in Cuba while the fight- 
ing was confined to the Spaniards and 
the insurgents, a certsin number of 
men In each regiment have been pro- 
vided with wire cutters and charged 
with the duty of cutting down the 
fences so as to permit the advance of 
the troops. 

It probably will be necessary to shell 
out the force defending these wire 
chevauxde freise before they can bo tut 
unless the men in charge of that duty 
are to be unduly exposed to danger. 
This will Involve a larger use of field 
artillery thafi would be required in 
ordinary warfare. 

The officials here have been fore- 
handed as to these details and la ta«t 
have provided toe the use of barbed 
wire by our own forces, having Sent 
about l.''>0 tons of this wirO iHt& Cfad- 
eral Merrltt'a expedition. 

The lines are being tightened around 
Cuba and it will soon be impossible for 
even small quantities Of fooA op wdr 
cupplles to reach the Spaniards there. 

The prot lamatlon issued Tuesday ex- 
tending the blockade to the south coast 
and to San Juan, it ia believad, will 
aocomplish this resdlti 

On the south coast the Isle of Pines 
will be cut off as a transfer depot for 
cattle and food supplies conUn|f ^ilta 
Jamaica and Central Amsrlca. 

By clooing San Juan harbor the 
Spaniards will lose the last chance of 
smuggling war supplies to Cuba and 
the future operations of the army and 
navy looking to the occupation of the 
i8iaai> at 9vMo Itleo will li# fbUMr- 
ially advanced by the eatabliahmaat ot 
a successful blockade. 

There was no further word from the 
Cadis fleet, though it is still kaown to 
be lying at Port Bald unde^ i^ratsst of 
repairing one of tM to^jMM bddH da- 
stroyers.

They Nut be Stamppil I'nder the New Rev- 
eUf Law. anil the Drawer lUat 
Do the Htauyin/;. 

Under the new revenue law a 2 cent 
stamp must t)e put on every check drawn 
on a bank, and no one ia allowed to affix 
the stamp except the peiaon who dnwa 

the check. 

The Uw ia aa follows, and it is ao plain 
that no one ought to misunderstand it: 

That if any person or pi rsnns slmll make. siBn 
or Issue, or cuiist' to in- ma. If, si^'iuil m issiinl. 
any lu.Htrumfiit. .l.Kiiuuiil or ii:i|)it oI ;iny kind 
or deMTlptloii « liutsoovor, w itiiout tlio humu be- 
duly stamped for dt iictiiiK llio~'iix thereby 
imposed tliercoii, or witliout linviiig thtreon an 
a Ihcsivu stain), t ) di notf sni<l tax, such person 
or pi rsoiis shall liu deoiued sullty of a lulsdt- 
meaiior, and upon couvlctloii thereof sball pay a 
line of not more than 8100 at tbe dlst'retlon of 
tMc ( oiirt, and such instrumeat, document or pa- 
per as aforesHi.t iball not be ooBpattnt tvldaace 
iu;auy court. 

It ia, therefore, neoeaaary for every 
check to have a atamp placed on it be- 
for it i)j presented tor payment, and no 
one is authoriied to do thia Jexcept the 

man who writes it. A merchatit out in the 
SiaU who j)ay»for a bill qf good* or maket a 
Kttlement by chedt U the one who mutt, under 
the law, put tlie stamp on the check. 

The Bulletin is authoriied to state 
that the banks of Maysville wUl oomply 
strictly with the above law.
